T he werewolf, a human being who at 
times changes into a wild animal, is in the 
mythology of nearly every nation and has 
been around almost as long as man himself. The 
werewolf on film hasn’t been around quite that 
long but its roots do trace back all the way to 
the silent era. 

The first werewolfilm, made in 1913, was 
caUed, simply, THE WEREWOLF. It, and the 
1914 film THE WHITE WOLF, concerned 
the troubles our American Indians had with 
first a wolf-girl, then a wolf-man. These 2 films 
were followed in 1923 by the French silent pic- 
ture LE LOUP GAROU (The Werewolf), in 
which a murderer is cursed by a dying priest and 
becomes a werewolf. Tho these films contained 
humans changing into wolves, they were not 
werewolves as modern audiences know them. It 
wasn’t until 1935 that Universal Pictures, then 
the “King” of horror films, created one of the 
few classics of the werewolf sub-genre. 

the werewolf talks 

THE WEREWOLF OF LONDON, starring ^ 
Henry Hull, Warner Oland & Valerie (Bride of I 
Henry Frankenstein) Hobson, was the film “ 
which laid down most of the folklore that has | 
now come to be generally accepted about 
werewoves but at the same time broke many of

the ancient beliefs. Its story is that of a 
floriculturist who, while searching in the 
Himalayas for a rare flower that blooms only by 
moonbght, is bitten by a werewolf. When he 
returns to his home in London, he finds that he 
has been cursed by werewolfism and seeks to kill 
“the thing he loves best”: his wife. After many 
close calls he is finally shot & killed by police but 
lives long enough to thank them for doing 
it— . .it was the only way.” 

THE WEREWOLF OF LONDON set many 
precedents. It was the first film to show the 
werewolf as a half-man half-beast creature. The 
first to establish that it is the bite of another 
werewolf that causes lycanthropy and the first 
to show this transformation thu-u a series of 
cinematic dissolves (executed by the outstan- 
ding special effects man John P. Fulton). It also, 
however, showed this blood-thirsty creature 
throwing oh a coat & cap before venturing out- 
side, being killed by ordinary lead bullets (in- 
stead of silver as is now generally accepted) and 
speaking while still in a bestial state. 

The star, Henry Hull, had great reservations 
about the extensive makeup needed for the role 
and caused makeup artist Jack Pierce to deliver 
an abbreviated version of what Pierce had 
originally intended. Universal, obviously 
displeased with the resultant makeup, saw fit to 
touch, up a foto of Hull for publicity purposes, 
adding blood, a facial scar and increasing the 
amount of hair. This was quite unnecessary as 
the makeup, tho toned down, was very effective. 

For all its drawbacks, WEREWOLF OF LON- 


DON remains a very interesting film and it set 
the stage for the next sortie on the subject: THE 
WOLF MAN. 

Chaney's big chance 

Even a man who's pure in heart 
And says his prayers by night 
May become a wolf 
When the wolfbane blooms 
And the Autumn moon is bright 
So goes the saying from Curt Siodmak’s 1941 
film, a picture which made a star out of Lon 
Chaney Jr. and thoroughly established the 
werewolf as a “classic” monster. 

A major film for Universal that year. The Wolf 
Man told the story of a young man named 
Lawrence Talbot (Chaney), who returns to his 
ancestral home in Wales after having left it 18 
years before. 

Once there, he is promptly bitten by a gypsy 
turned werewolf, (Bela Lugosi in a minor role; 
Chaney’s part was originally intended for 
Lugosi but Bela was inexplicably demoted). 
Lugosi is killed by Chaney’s silver-headed stick 
and Chaney is told by Lugosi’s mother, Maleva 
(Maria Ouspenskaya), that he is now cursed to 
become a werewolf when the moon is full and 
that he will see a pentagram in his next victim’s 
hand. He does see one— in the hand of his loved 
one (Evelyn Ankers). She is eventually attacked 
by the wolf man but before she is harmed, 
Chaney is killed by his own father, using the 
silver-headed cane.

Chaney’s sympathetic character Lawrence 
Talbot was a big hit with audiences and because 
Chaney allowed Pierce to do the full make-up 
job, the werewolf was much more wolf-like than 
in Universal’s earlier film. There were a few 
lapses in continui^ (the most noticeable being 
that in one scene Uhaney strips to his tee shirt 
to observe his transformation but when we next 
see him as the werewolf he is wearing a carefuUy- 
buttoned long-sleeve shirt. This was done, no 
doubt, to save on costly time-consuming body 
makeup), but all in all the film was weU made 
and an improvement over the WEREWOLF OF 
LONDON.

THE WOLF MAN, like all successful Univer- 
sal horror pictures, spawned a series of sequels. 
The first, released in 1942, was FRANKEN- 
STEIN MEETS THE WOLF MAN, in which 
Chaney’s character Talbot is revived as the light 
of the full moon falls upon his corpse. He then 
seeks Dr. Frankenstein’s book containing the 
secrets of life & death, hoping he can find

something in them that will be able to truly kill 
him. Along the way he meets the monster of 
Frankenstein (once again played by Lugosi, in a 
role he had turned down 1 1 years earlier) and in 
a furious climax the werewolf & the monster do 
battle, only to be washed away when an irate 
villager blows up a dam, sending tons of water 
crashing down upon them. 

Chaney, however, did not remain inactive 
long. 1944 saw the release of THE HOUSE OF 
FRANKENSTEIN, in which a protege of Dr. 
Frankenstein (played in typical 1940s’ mad doc- 
tor fashion by the great Boris Karloff) who, after 
meeting & destroying Dracula, finds the frozen 
remains of the wolf man & the Frankenstein 
monster (this time played by Glenn Strange). 
After he quickly thaws them out, the 2 creatures 
go on a rampage of destruction, ending with the 
wolf man being killed by a silver bullet “fi ' 
the hand of one who loves him”— a gyps>-^ 
The monster & the doctor sink into some con- 
venient quicksand. 

But Chaney & the rest of the gang were up 
again in 1945 with THE HOUSE OF 
DRACULA. Talbot is once more, inexplicably, 
alive and seeking the help of a certain Dr. 
Edelmann (Onslow Stevens), whom he hopes will 
cure him of his lycanthropy. Talbot is cured and 
aids Edelmann in once again destroying 
Dracula; the monster is slain when the villagers 
burn Edelmann’s house. Chaney ends up with 
the girl and the film has a happy ending.

But happiness is a fleeting thing when in con- 
flict with the power of the box office. So in 1948 
the wolf man & the rest of Universal’s monsters 
were resurrected for ABBOTT & COSTELLO 
MEET FRANKENSTEIN. A fine & funny 
parody of horror films that was an appropriate 
end to Chaney’s wolf man. 

One other werewolfilm made by Universal was 
the SHE-WOLF OF LONDON (1945). This film 
told the story of a young girl, played by June 
Lockhart, who believes she is a she-wolf. It is 
later discovered that she is being framed & 
deluded by an all-too-human killer. 

But other film companies were not just sitting 
idle during the 40s while Universal broke 
ground and made their “Howling” successes. 
1942 and France brought us LE LOUP DES 
MALVENEURS (The Wolf of the Malveneurs) 
in which the descendant of a cursed noble 
becomes a wolf. The same year saw THE UN- 
DYING MONSTER, from 20th Century Fox, 
which had John Howard as a man destined to 
become a werewolf because of an ancient curse 
on his (see FM #146 ) family. The creature was 
only seen for a few.brief instances near the end.

When Bela Lugosi came back as Armand 
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l^arry tbe Lycantlirope: the late Lon Chaney Jr. as the wolf man (Universal Studios 1941). 


Tesla (a copy of Dracula) in RETURN OF THE 
VAMPIRE (1943), Matt Willis played his assis- 
tant, a talking werewolf. Willis, basically a good 
sort and being used by Tesla, destroyed Lugosi 
shortly before being shot & killed himself. 

Columbia Pictures entries for 40s werewolves 
were CRY OF THE WEREWOLF starring Nina 
Foch as a female lycanthrope and IDLE 
ROOMERS in which the Three Stooges were 
menaced by a werewolf. Both films were re- 
leased in 1944. 

The early 50s were lean years for werewolves. 
The first werewolfilm came 3 years into the 
decade from E^pt and was called HARAM 
ALEK (which when translated means Shame on 
You). It was a comedy and the werewolf, plus 
the Frankenstein monster & the mummy, were 
played for laffs. 

Since the 50s were the boom years for the 
science fiction film, it was only appropriate that 
the first true werewolfilm of these years should 
have a basis in science. THE WEREWOLF, 
starring Steve Ritch and released in 1956, told 
the story of a man who is changed into a 
werewolf while seeking a cure for radiation 
poisoning. This B pic was greatly improved by 
Hitch’s restrained, sympathetic performance.

Kirk had been following the 
progress of the film as eagerly as any fan and 
had some reactions to the super-production we 
had just viewed. 

“I really enjoyed myself,” Kirk said, when the 
film was over.

FM: But it doesn’t compare with 
your Oscar-nominated part in 
Lenny. 

VALERIE: There’s no compari- 
son whatsoever at all in any way, 
shape or form. 

FM: How so? 

VALERIE: Eve’s more like the 
character I played in Steambath, 
a caricature of a character. 

FM: The film has only recently 
premiered, but you haven’t yet 
seen it.Are you anxious to do so? 
VALERIE: I’d like to yes. Espe- 
cially since I read an article in 
TIME saying that it was a love 
story. 

FM: You sound surprised. 
VALERIE: I am! I had no idea! 
The script I read wasn’t a love 
story. 

FM: Obviously, movies undergo 
many changes during production. 
Early-on, was Superman the 
serious drama that has emerged? 
VALERIE: It was a comedy when 


we— Gene Hackman, Ned Beatty 
and myself— did our scenes. We 
played it straight, but thought it 
was going to turn out funny. 

FM: Sort of like TV’s Batman‘s 
VALERIE: Well, since I haven’t 
seen the film it’s difficult for me 
to say. But from what TIME 
Magazine said, it seems very 
straight until you get to Luthor’s 
lair, which is my part. We live un- 
derneath the city. TIME said that 
those scenes were very amusing 
but didn’t fit the rest of the pic- 
ture. So I guess what happened is 
that after we left, they ciecided to 
change the concept of the picture 
and make it more serious. 

FM: You weren't present for the 
picture’s entire shooting sched- 
ule? 

VALERIE: No, I worked in the 
very beginning. The producers 
kind of got rid of Marlon Brando, 
Gene Hackman and myself and 
then concentrated on the rest of 
the basic acting before going on 
to the special effects and the 
technical part of shooting the 
picture. 

FM: How long did you work on 
the movie? 

VALERIE: Four or five weeks, I 
think. Maybe six. I went to 
Canada to do a few scenes— I 
don’t remember what scenes they 
were— but it was supposed to be 
the midwestern United States. 


FM: Did you enjoy your Super- 
man work? 

VALERIE: It was interesting. I 
didn’t do any flying or anything 
like that, so I was only involved 
with maybe one or two special ef- 
fects. But it was fun working with 
Ned Beatty— he’s really a charac- 
ter. And Gene Hackman. He’s 
such a fine character type. 

FM: There have been reports in 
magazines like LOS ANGELES 
of conflicts between director 
Richard Donner and producer 
Pierre Spengler. Did you encoun- 
ter any of that? 

VALERIE: No. I think it came 
later on. 

FM: Has it. been frustrating, wait- 
ing nearly two years to see the 
finished product? 

VALERIE: Not on this particular 
picture, because it’s not really my 
picture.

Bowie does his work in Great Britain, where 
he has lived all his life. He had always been in- 
terested in the arts, especially motion pictures, 
and this fanatical dedication to the medium 
eventually led to his becoming one of England’s 
top special fx magicians. 


rank beginner 

His first professional jobs consisted of doing 
“matte” paintings for the Rank Organization. 
Matte work is one of the oldest tricks in the mo- 
tion picture trade. You see it all the time in 
Hammer’s productions tho of course you don’t 
realize it when looking at the screen. (Or at least 
you shouldn’t; recomizing a scene as being com- 
prised of mattes teUs you that the fx man didn’t 
spend enough time on his homework!) For exam- 
ple, take DRACULA-PRINCE OF 
DARKNESS. In this picture, directed by 
Terence Fisher in 1965, Dracula’s clifftop castle 
consists of plaster and— paintings! Hammer 
built sections of the castle full-scale; the rest is 
simply a well-done painting. The painting is mat- 
ted in to scenes using the full-scale sections dur- 
ing post-production work. Such work must be 
meticulously planned & executed. If the matte 
painting is not matched exactly to the full-sized 
model a “matte line” may flaw the finished film. 
(Probably the most extensive use of mattes in a 
Hammer film was the company’s version of H. 
Rider Haggard’s SHE, starring Ursula Andress, 
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The B.C. in ONE MILLION YEAHS B.C. stood for Bowie Constructions (volcanoes, etc.)- 



Peter Cushing & Christopher Lee.) 

But the very first film Bowie worked on at 
Hammer was a feature destined to become a 
science-fiction classic: THE QUATERMASS 
XPERIMENT, better known to Americans as 
THE CREEPING UNKNOWN. (For complete 
story details on the excellent Quatermass film 
series see FM 132.) 

chock appeal 

According to Bowie, THE CREEPING 
UNKNOWN was chockful of matte shots, due 
to budget restrictions. Les designed the Love- 
craftian monster seen at the Film’s end and, 
altho he wasn’t satisfied with the creature’s 
final appearance, the film turned out to be a win- 
ner nevertheless— both critically & financially. 
Bowie feels that the success of the picture is due 
mainly to the sadness of the situation. The 
Monster was basically sympathetic, like old Doc 
Frankenstein’s creations. 

Bowie stayed on at Hammer to work with

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many of their other productions. Soon other film 
companies noticed his name linked with the 
marvelous Hammer fx & subsequently those 
studios asked him to work on their pictures. Les 
has done fx for THE DAY THE EARTH 
CAUGHT FIRE (1961), DEADLIER THAN 
THE MALE (1966) and A HIGH WIND IN 
JAMAICA (1966), among others. 


photographic blowups 

He also worked on the first Christopher Lee 
Fu Manchu vehicle, THE FACE OF FU MAN- 
CHU (1965). In that film, Les’ duties consisted 
mainly of blowing up various buildings. How did 
he do it? Very simply! He used photographs of 
the buildings— and blew up the lotos! 

Another non-Hammer project Bowie tackled 
was THE CRAWLING EYE (1958), an eerily- 
effective thriller made in Britain under the title 
THE TROLLENBERG TERROR. The film, 
which starred Forrest Tucker, was packed with 
fx: giant tentacled eyeballs that slithered & 
slopped over mountain tops, valleys & people; 
exploding fire bombs; miniature sets; unearthly, 
moving clouds. (Bowie claims the moving cloud 
in which the monsters dwelled was the most 
easily accomplished effect in the entire produc- 
tion. The “cloud” was nothing more than a piece 
of cotton wool tacked onto a photograph of a 
mountain!) 


secrets of carpathia 


Naturally, most everyone is interested in just 
how certain fx are accomplished and Bowie is 
not reluctant to divulge his secrets. Tho he did 
not work on the first Hammer Dracula film, 


HORROR OF DRACULA (1958), Les managed 
to destroy the evil vampire in several of the se- 
quels. In DRACULA-PRINCE OF 
DARKNESS the Count was killed when he fell 
thru the ice into the cold water surrounding his 
Carpathian castle. The props used to complete 
these scenes included real blocks of ice (in a 
swimming pool), wax poured on water, which 
formed a sort of coating on the surface, and— for 
the final shots of Dracula sliding under the 
ice— a circular piece of plaster mounted on ‘ 
pivots. I 

In THE SATANIC RITES OF DRACULA ' 
(1973) Bowie used a series of dummies & 
dissolve-shots for the disinte^ation of Dracula 
at the film’s conclusion. He is also responsible 
for resurrecting Dracula as well, which 
sometimes can become quite tricky, usually tak- 
ing a few days to complete. 

beastly bowie 

During the finale of THE KISS OF THE 
VAMPIRE a squadron of bats attack a group of 
vampires. Some of the sequences were done with 
rubber bats on wires while other shots (calling 
for closeups showing the bats crawling along a 
person’s body) made use of different model bats 
which were made to stick to the actor’s skin and 
were manipulated by long nylon cords. 

Bowie is also responsible for creating the mon- 
sters which Dr. Frankenstien patches together 
from spare parts in the continuing Hammer 
series. His most recent creation is the huge, 
lumbering Neanderthal-like being seen in the 
1974 production FRANKENSTEIN & THE 
MONSTER FROM HELL, which starred Dave ■ 
(“Darth Vader” of STAR WARS) Prowse as the [ 
monster. 

sometbing fisby j 

THE PIRATES OF BLOOD RIVER was a I 
1961 Hammer film starring Chris Lee as a cruel, ! 
one-eyed pirate. The film never really caught on 
among film fans but is fine swashbuckling fare 
nonetheless. In this, Les was called upon to 
create a large school of piranhas (man-eating 
fish with sharp fangs) that would move across a 
lake and attack a young woman. For some of the 
shots little model fish made of silver paper were 
used, and to show them moving across the water 
& making the attack, a stream of lead shot was 
fired in an arc thru the air. Very inventive, in- 
deed! 

prehistoric porridge 

Les is used to devising fx that can be made 
operable for minimal amounts of dollars & cents. 
ONE MILLION YEARS B.C. (1966), an ex- 
citing Hammer thriller starring Raquel Welch 
(and the fine models & animation tecnniques of 
stop-motion master Ray Harryhausen), is a 
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Les Bowie was responsible for the horrifyingly realistic brain transplant which resulted in this MONSTER 
FROM HELL created by Dr. FRANKENSTEIN. And, the monster role was played by none other than the famous 
Dave Prowse in costume as Darth Vader in STAR WA^! 




C 'ect example of this. Most of the special fx 
get for this epic was alloted to Harryhausen 
for his Dynamation work. Consequently, Bowie 
had little money to use for the other fx— like 
creating the prehistoric world, for instance. But 
he completed the job anyway on an fx budget of 
about only $2500 with such economical tricks as 
using porridge to represent volcanic lava and 
running water from spigots to represent a 
primordian deluge! 

Such are the great innovations of Les Bowie, 
Hammer’s top special FXpert. It takes a lot of 
talent to become #1 at anything— but Bowie has 
harnessed that talent & worked it to suit his 
own financial needs, while at the same time 
striving to please us, his audience. 

Nextime you applaud the re-awakening of 
Dracula or the bloody brain transplants of well- 
meaning Dr. Frankenstein or the incredible 
detail of one of Hammer’s cliff-top castles,

W ATCH THE SKIES! ’ ’ we were warned by 
newspaper reporter Scotty in the 1951 
scientifilm classic THE THING FROM 
ANOTHER WORLD but he failed to mention 
some astonishing things we’d be seeing during 
the quarter century to come, up to the present 
time. 

The THING, of course, was a vampire-like 
vegetable that stalked an Arctic station in- 
habitated by a group of scientists & military 
people. During an electrifying climax the Thing 
was destroyed and humanity was saved from 
the alien invader. Scotty announced the eerie 
events to the world, the first newspaperman to 
do so. And in doing so he told us to WATCH 
THE SKIES! 

Until 1951 we were having enough trouble 
keeping up with worldly horrors. The space 


threat was something new, something we hadn’t 
thought much about. DESTINATION MOON 
(1950) and ROCKETSHIP X-M (1950) prepared 
us somewhat but in a mild way. The 'Thing 
proved to be a force which we had never en- 
countered: a being from another World! 

earthbound adversaries 

Thru the years it was a steady stream of 
monsters tnat humans could confront & 
destroy, thereby assuring our safety. Or, as in 
the Frankenstein films, the safety of the villa^. 
It’s hard to say how many villagers were involv- 
ed in monster hunts, castle burnings & similar 
goings-on. In every film dealing with monsters, 
the villagers were sure to band together and 
stalk the fiend with their torches & clubs. And in 
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Velana the Vampiress from a Drakulon-type planet. 
Florence Marly as the fabulous QUEEN OF BLOOD.

the end, the villagers always won, with a 
minimum of violence & bloodshed. 

This was not the case with the alien invaders 
beginning in the 1950s. Humankind was faced 
with mass destruction from forces outside the 
normal realm of a small village or town. The 
villagers of the post-Atomic age faced things 
Scotty never dreamed of: 

In the days of Van Helsing (Edward Van 
Sloan) it was a simple matter to put a stake thru 
the vampire’s heart and thereby end the terror 
simply & quickly. Eliminating the bad guys 
wasn’t so easy in 1966, when DR. WHO & THE 
DALEKS caused havoc on Earth. 

is there a doctor in the house 
(of horrors)? 

In the 1932, Lionel Atwill & associates had to 
contend with Dr. X and the story touched the 
lives of a few unfortunate people. But in DR. 
NO. (1963), James Bond was faced with a fiend 
far worse than any doctor of the Golden Age. 

Speaking of doctors, it’s best to beware of 
those who make house calls! THE MAD DR. OF 
MARKET STREET (1942) and DR. JEKYLL & 
MR. HYDE (any version) had little in common 
with the mad DR. CYCLOPS (1940). In DR. 
BLOOD’S COFFIN we returned to the villager 
theme in this 1961 British production, while the 
unfortunate souls who met DR. TERROR on a 
train in 1965 lost plenty of sleep when they 
entered his HOUSE OF HORRORS. And, of 
course, the 70s gave us DR. PHIBES, who was 
just too abominable for words. 

lovable Ion, lanchester. 
larry. . . 

Back in the good old days we had monsters 
you could learn to love. And some who were too 
terrible for anyone to love. Others were just too 
much and we just loved to HATE them! How 
did you feel about the monster in THE BRIDE 
OF FRANKENSTEIN? It was easy to feel his 
heartbreak when his newly created “bride” re- 
jected him in this 1935 classic. 

And how about Lon Chaney as Erik, THE 
PHANTOM OF THE OPERA (1925)-did you 
fear him or feel sorry for his pitiful plight? Bela 
Lugosi as Count Dracula, a victim of a curse, the 
Curse of the Undead, living the life, if you could 
call it that, of a living corpse: was he pitied or 
hated? There was the curse of BEAUTY & THE 
BEAST and the awful truth behind Hurd Hat- 
field’s eerie odyssey in THE PICTURE OF 
DORIAN GRAY (1945). You may recall that the 
portrait aged and grew horrible while Dorian re- 
mained young & handsome . . . until his tragic 
death in the attic of his own home. 

In Tod Browning’s FREAKS, who was pitied 
more . . . the Freaks or the normal people who 
tormented the sideshow people? And it was easy 
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THE ABOMINABLE DR. PHiisES is frustrated because he can’t make his Hng^ers part In the middle like Mr. 

Speck does. 


to feel the agony of THE HUNCHBACK OF 
NOTRE DAME (Lon Chaney) or Larry Talbot 
(Lon Chaney Jr.) as THE WOLF MAN (1941) 

the day of the ray-day-ations 

But then it happened! The 50s! Fast cars with 
big fins, 3D movies, super wide screens at the 
theaters. . . 

And ALIENS! 

This is not to say that the new age didn’t have 
its share of modem monsters. Not at all! It 
seems that radiation became synonymous with 
deformed creatures or giant insects. So when 
Scotty told us to watch the skies, he never men- 
tioned THE ALLIGATOR PEOPLE (1959) or 
the effects of a radiation tragedy in the AMAZ- 
ING COLOSSAL MAN (1957) or the destruc- 
tion of THE BEAST FROM 20,000 FATH- 
OMS (1953). How could we be prepared for 
THE BLACK SCORPION in 1957 or the DAY 
OF THE TRIFFIDS during 1963? Never 
thought of was THE DAY THE WORLD END- 
ED in 1956 (altho we must have made it alright 
as I’m sitting here telling about it 22 years

later). Radiation from space caused trouble in 
DIE, MONSTER. DIE in 1965 and GODZILLA 
was crowned King of the Monsters in 1956. 
When IT CONQUERED THE WORLD in 1956 
it reckoned without the MONSTER THAT 
CHALLENGED THE WORLD in 1958. And 
the southwest was terrorized in 1955 by a giant 
TARANTULA but Scotty never said a word 
about it. 

Instead, he told us to WATCH THE SKIES! 
The warning didn’t go unheeded for we were in 
for a galaxy of trouble! 

the frightening 50s 

In 1951 everyone was stunned. This was THE 
DAY THE EARTH STOOD STILL. Klaatu’s 
mighty robot, Gort, had the power to wipe out 
the entire planet should he so desire. That same 
year saw the destruction of the world. Everyone 
watched the skies because WHEN WORLDS 
COLLIDE it would be over. Other years were 
not so good either! 

It was all-out war in 1956 for EARTH vs. 
THE FLYING SAUCERS. In this Ray Har- 
ryhausen sci-fi treat, Washington was virtually 
destroyed by alien invaders. That same year it 
was a death trip to the FORBIDDEN PLANET, 
where terrors from the mind were unleashed, the 
Monster from the Id! Also in 1956 Kevin Mc- 
Carthy tried to warn the world that the INVA- 
SION OF THE BODY SNATCHERS had 
already begun but no one would listen. In PLAN 
9 FROM OUTER SPACE not much of anything 
happened so there was little to worry about. 

The year 1953 was a bad one for Earth. The 
WAR OF THE WORLDS took place and for 
awhile it looked like Mars would win! But 


Mother Nature had a way of taking care of 
herself, something the Martians hadn’t counted 
on. But they were stubborn . . . the same year a 
Uttle boy saw the INVADERS FROM MARS 
and his world became a nightmare. 

aliens without passports 

The Yrair came 20 MILLION MILES TO 
EARTH, thanks to Ray Harryhausen, and near- 
ly wrecked half of Italy! In a different part of 
the solar system, an alien creature almost made 
it to Mother Earth but it was destined to die in 
space. The gaUant crew killed IT!— THE TER- 
ROR FROM BEYOND SPACE before they 
could land. Forry Ackerman, as Basil 
Rathbone’s assistant, unwittingly doomed the 
world when he carried from the spaceship the 
vampiric eggs of the QUEEN OF BLOOD, 
destined to hatch into a horde of Velanas that 
would outdo Dracula in turning the people of our 
planet into leukemia victims. 

A returning space probe unleashed radiation 
in the eastern United States causing that terri- 
ble NIGHT OF THE LIVING DEAD. And 
finally, an alien contact that no dared dream 
about as a few chosen people experienced some 
CLOSE ENCOUNTERS OF THE THIRD 
KIND. 

Things were going on before Scotty’s warning 
and certainly after his speech. But we must 
remember that not ALL was bad! There were 
good times as well, and altho sometimes laced 
with unfortunate accidents or death, we did 
manage to set new records, see new worlds, and 
go “where no man has gone before.’’ 

In TV’s Space: 1999 it was certainly a disaster 
that the Moon had left Earth’s orbit with the in- 
habitants of Moon Base Alpha but they sur- 
vived in a safe environment to explore the 
universe. The Robinsons were Lost in Space but 
they too saw many new worlds & strange 
creatures in this humorous sci-fi TV series. And 
the heroes in STAR WARS taught us that good 
does triumph over evil.

In 1966 we found it was possible to go on a 
FANTASTIC VOYAGE thru the human body 
to perform delicate surgery within the brain.

BLOB came down on us in 1958. 

Early space travelers {NASA take note) 
visited Mars in 1955 when George Pal decided it 
was time for the CONQUEST OF SPACE. 

We took the ultimate trip in 1968. Suddenly it 
was the year 2001 and man was to participate in 
a SPACE ODYSSEY never to be forgotten. And 
Bruce Dern made friends with lovers of vegeta- 
tion when he went off on his SILENT RUN- 
NING into deep space. 
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Surely even Shirley Temple would have throbbing temples when THE MOMS' 
THE WORLD made its appearance on the scene. Brave Little

Yes, Scotty, we watched the skies and we saw 
some wondrous sights. We saw the Earth 
destroyed, attacked, burned, ruptured & crum- 
bled. We saw aliens, giants & freaks. We saw a 
man travel into the future via a TIME 
MACHINE (1960) and what did he find? None 
other than Forry Ackerman (Technician #3) 
turning circles into squares in an android fac- 
tory of tomorrow! Credit the TIME 
TRAVELERS with that one (1964). 

And if all this scares you a bit and you feel 
safe within your house . . . think again! 
Remember what happened in HELL HOUSE, 
the HOUSE ON HAUNTED HILL. HOUSE 
OF FRANKENSTEIN or THE HOUSE OF 
WAX? And don’t forget the HOUSE THAT

Informed of her passing, Curtis Harrington flew 
back from London for her funeral. He had cast her 
for a part in his next picture. It was he who 
select^ her for her unforgettable role in QUEEN 


OF BLOOD and me as the lab assistant who would 
unwittingly loose a plague of interplanetary vam 
pires upon the world by nurturing the gelatinous 
"eggs" she had laid aboard the spaceship. It was 
while playing Basil Rathbone's assistant in QUEEN 
OF BLOOD that I met 0 befriended Florence 
Marly. 

But I had known of her many years before, via 
her role in KRAKATIT. TNs was a Czechoslovakian 
scientifilm of 1948 based on the novel of the same 
name by Karel Capek, the author who introduced 
robots to the worid in the play RUR Wossum's 
Universat Robots). The film was about the inven- 
tion of a super explosive and invedved an emissary 
of the Devil. Miss Marly- played Princess Willy. 

Other of her films included SEALED VERDICT 
IRay Milland), TOKYO JOE (opposite Humphrey 
Bogart), UNDERSEA GIRL (1957) and a cameo ap 
pearance in GAMES. 

She was a familiar face at Award Banquets of 
the Count Dracula Society and a welcome guest at 
meetings of the Pinckard Science Fiction Writers 
Salon (co-founded, with her husband, by the same 
Mrs. Terri Pinckard wdl-known to readers of FM 
for her article "Monster Movies Are Good for My 
Children”). 

She had her heart set on playing Granny in a 
filmization of AE. van Vogt's SLAN. 

If she had been a flower she would have been an 
orchid; if a bird, a hummingbird; if a color, gleaming 
gold; H a poem, "How Do I Love Thee"; if a song, a 
medly of “Stardust", "Moonight Sonata" 0 "You 
Are My Sunshine". At S9 she was eternally youtii- 
ful, beautiful, vibrant Er optimistic. She was H. 
Rider Haggard's She. 

Her short subject SPACE BOY won a prize at a 
(^nnes Rim Festival. 

Her agent, David DelValle. tels me she was ex- 
pected to go to France b Brazil to make some 
fdms; she was an actress of international reputa- 
tion and was multilingual (Czech, French, English. 
SpanishL 

Interestingly, every friend of hers I've contacted 
has summed her up in the same 5 words:

Some years ago FM had a contest for young amateur 
filmakers. Fans of the day were invited to film 1 of 2 
scripts by Forrest J: TWIN OF FRANKENSTEIN or SIEG-

To me Boris KarlofT was not only a great actor 
but a dear and long time friend. What I admired 
most about him was bis enormous gratitude to the 
puldic and movie makers who made it possible for 
him to have such a long and produ<'tive career. He 
often spoke of it and with great feeling and always 
with humor. That humor was of course the secret 
of his charm, humor and genuine concern for his 
friends. 

I worked with him from the beginning of my 
career, THE TOWER OF LONDON, right up till the 
end of last year when we «lid the opening Red 
Skelton Show together.
